It is the first time the people living 
all the way from Seaside to the Carmel Highlands have joined hands in 
a permanent educational and cultural institution.

Sohined Enrollment of Students 
At MPC Reaches Total of 2,728 


Enrollment of day and evening 
students at MPC stands at 2,728, 
according to figures released this 
week by Mr. Ralph Smith, Dean of 
Students and Linden Leavitt Jr., 
director of the evening division. 


The total includes 1,178 full- 
time day students, and 1,550 part- 
time students in the evening col- 
lege. 


The freshman class totals 812, up 
140 over last year’s class. Dean 
Smith attributes the increase to the 
greater number of students coming 
from high school graduating class- 
es on the Peninsula, especially from 
Pacific Grove, Carmel and Juni- 
pero Memorial High Schools. 


The number of freshmen from 
Junipero jumped over 100 per cent 
as compared with 1959, while en- 
enrollment from Pacific Grove is up

THOMAS F. SAAKE: 


To Know a Country 
Live with the Natives

If you really want to learn some- 
thing about a people and their 
country, get off the beaten track, 
avoid hit-and-run visits to the usual 
tourist spots, and stop occasionally 
and live as the natives do. 

These are pointers Thomas F. 
Saake, MPC Business instructor 
and student counselor, gave El 
Yanqui staff members in discussion 
about his ten months’ visit in Wes- 
tern Europe while he was on a 
year’s sabbatical leave in 1959 and 
1960. 

With his wife and their two chil- 
dren, Catherine, 8, and James, 6, 
Mr. Saake visited 13 European 
countries. They stayed two months 
in each of three cities: Copenhagen, 
Denmark; Mariazell, Austria; and 
Florence, Italy. In Florence, Mr. 
Saake attended a general cultural 
course at the University of Flor- 
ence. 

Wherever they traveled, Mr. 
Saake said, they found people very 
friendly. He said the number of 
tourists from various countries 
everywhere is amazing, and Euro- 
peans generally outnumbered Am- 
ericans. Europeans, he remarked, 
seem to have found the real secret 
of inexpensive tourist travel—they 
carry camping outfits. Campsites 
are available wherever one goes, he 
added, and European tourists 
make widespread use of them. 

During his travels, Mr. Saake 
also visited with persons whom he 
had known at MPC. 

In Karlsruhe, Germany, he met 
Peter Frobenius, who attended 
MPC on an International Student 
Fund scholarship and is now work- 
ing for his engineering doctorate.

In France, he met Mrs. Maureen 
Greene, former business instructor 
at MPC. Mrs. Greene now lives in 
Paris with her husband, a staff offi- 
cer at NATO headquarters. 

In Holland, he called on Else 
Souendag who also attended MPC 
on an International Student Fund 
scholarship. Miss Souendag was 
away from home on business, how- 
ever. Members of the family said 
that after leaving MPC she con- 
tinued her education, eventually 
earning her Ph.D. in English. 

Asked whether he thought a sab- 
batical leave was really worthwhile, 
Mr. Saake said that he firmly thinks 
so. Not only did he find it highly 
advantageous for himself but also 
for his family, especially his chil- 
dren, whose future education he 
feels has been enhanced in a man- 
ner that no amount of reading and 
study could do. 

He feels, however, that after the 
first sabbatical, other leaves should 
be more frequent and for shorter 
periods. This practice, he says, 
would afford the individual an op- 
portunity to re-trace his steps and 
refresh his memory before his ideas 
become out-dated.

In Circle Production

Edward Chodorov’s “Oh Men! 
Oh Women!,” the current effort at 
the Golden Bough Circle Theatre, 
is described as comedy, but the 
term is stretched rather thinly 
when applied to the Circle’s pro- 
duction. Although the play has 
comic moments, the overall effect 
is one of embarassment. 

The plot involves the trials of 
psychoanalyst Alan Coles (played 
by Fred Rider who also directed 
the play) who, discovering his 
fiance’s clandestine sex life through 
the soul baring of two of his more 
loquacious patients, sallies forth 
into the battle of the sexes. 

At this point the hysterics begin. 
The first awesome display of hair- 
tearing happens when the good 
doctor’s fiance Myra (played by 
Allene Venegas) experiences a 
trauma on discovering that her 
fiance knows all. Following this 


~ almost everyone in the cast gets a 


chance at some kind of outburst. 
Some characters even get two 
chances. The audience has to wait 
until it gets outside the theatre. 

A few moments of comedy relief 
punctuated the gnashing of teeth. 
Margret Phillips and Peter Wel- 
don as Dr, Coles’ loquacious pa- 
tients delivered extremely funny 
psychiatrist’s couch soliloques. 

Mr. Weldon’s performance 
throughout the play was quite ef- 
fective because he seemingly re- 
fused to take the whole thing seri- 


ously. Mrs. Phillips unfortunately 
fell into the spirit of the thing and 
tore out a few handfuls of hair in 
the third act. Mr. Chodorov’s sa- 
tire also aided in alleviating some 
of the tension. 

Bland, but less emotional per- 
formers were Mary Weisiger, MPC 
drama major, as the secretary, Mi- 
chael Franke as Dr. Krauss, and 
Reinhold Meric, least emotional of 
all, as a steward.

Mexico is the country MPC will 
represent at this year’s Model 
United Nations. The annual con- 
ference will be held in March at 
Oregon State College. Students 
from major universities and col- 
leges in the western U.S. will con- 
vene in sessions designed to copy 
the real United Nations as accu- 
rately as possible. 

Seven MPC students last spring 
traveled to the University of Cali- 
fornia representing Brazil. For five 
days they debated international is- 
sues in the General Assembly, 
standing committees, Security 
Council and International Court of 
Justice.

credit to the College in the face of 
representatives from four-year in- 
stitutions.”

When you go to Europe, take 
“half as many clothes and twice as 
much money,” as you think you 
need. 

That advice comes from Dr. Jo- 
seph Blacow, instructor in Busi- 
ness Education, who has just re- 
turned from a summer excursion 
to Europe which took him to all 
the Iron Curtain countries except 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia and Hungary. 

While a professor at the Navy 
Postgraduate School and in reading 
current articles he found conflicting 
stories and opinions about Russia 
and “satellite” countries. Dr. Bla- 
cow says he was tired of hearing 
these second-hand reports and de- 
cided to see for himself at his own 
expense. 

He had five reasons for seeing 
these countries. They were to find 


out about people, government, 
economy, topography and_ ideo- 
logies. 


Before he left, he had to have a 
security check which took two 
months. The quota of Americans 
able to visit Russia had been set 
at a maximum of 20,000 in 1960. 

He gives credit to a Dr, Bergel 
who guided and helped plan his 
tour through most of Europe. It 
took thirty days travel by bus to 
tour the European countries. He 
says Russia’s deluxe trains were 
equal to our best streamlined 
trains. However, the other trains of 
Russia are substandard. 

The Blacows didn’t meet any big 
names while in Europe but did 
manage to get a glimpse of the 
King of Denmark. They did not 
miss any historical spots in Eur- 
ope, he says. Dr. Blacow comment- 
ed that the Germans are covering 
the hideout where Hitler commit- 
ted suicide. He was one of the last 
persons to see this historical monu- 
ment. 

Dr. Blacow said that the so called 
“eggheads,” the scientists and 
mathematicians in Russia, get out 
and work with their hands for two 
years just like the majority. While 
in Moscow he managed to listen to 
some of the Powers trial so much 
publicized in the U.S. When at the 
Russian Trade Fair he noticed 
much progress in industrial areas.

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Porter Pushes Defensive Drills

“We will spend the next two 
weeks drilling on defense,’ were 
the words used by head football 
coach George Porter Monday 
morning.

MPC lost its first game of the 
1960 fall season Saturday when 
they came out on the short end of 
a hard-fought 34-26 contest.

“Our offense was fair, but our 
defense was not up to par.”

The Sonora freshman played all 
but two minutes, most of that time 
with a broken arm. “His absence 
will hurt us,” said Porter. “We will 
also be without the services of Ted 
Locicero who has a_ separated 
shoulder.” 

In Ventura’s favor is their recent 
game with Santa Monica in addi- 
tion to two “controlled” scrim- 
mages. A team’s mistakes can of- 
ten be “ironed” out though games 
and scrimmages, Ventura has had 
more time to work on its mistakes 
than has MPC. 

Coach Porter feels that this 
year’s Lobos is a team that wants 
to win. The game with Ventura 
will be an exciting one and more 
than likely a close one, he says. 
Porter feels that his defensive team 
will be “up” for the game, and with

Lobos Drop Exciting 
Opener at Visalia

Monterey Peninsula College got 
off on the wrong foot last Satur- 
day night as the Lobos dropped an 
exciting opener to the College of 
the Sequoias 34-26 in Visalia. 

Both MPC and COS showed ex- 
plosive running attacks, but neither 
could put together a solid defense.

Early in the second quarter, COS 
quarterback Steve Shafer hit end 
Larry Crumback for a 75 yard 
touchdown scamper.

Knocked back on their heels by 
the two sudden COS touchdowns, 
MPC came back to score in just 
six plays—the clincher, a 40 yard 
run by halfback Dennis Jackson. 

The Lobos dug in and held off a 
Sequoia drive as the half ended. 
COS came back strong in the sec- 
ond half and Charles Ratly took the 
ball in from 13 yards out. Baird’s 
conversion was good for 21 to 6.
